Jesse Rose checks in this month posing the question "I wonder how fair the SIO code is to the 
stations?". Jesse also adds I have been hunting pirates about 5 months now. Currently I'm using a 
portable radio with no fancy features such as Sync Detection and a 23 foot reel-in antenna. How 
could this radio compare with a nice tabletop & antenna? 1 am currently saving for a tabletop and 
should have it in 3 or 4 months, I LOVE CHASING PIRATES! Well Jesse, in answer your first 
question, that's why it's important in your reception reports to tell the station what kind of gear you're 
using so they can take that into account when judging reception. SIO is a relative indication and was 
never intended to be precise. The (Interference value is one of the more important fields and you 
should also discern between QR(N>tural or QR(M)an Made interference. If your next radio has an 
S-Meter, it's always helpful to include S-Meter readings as well. I hope this helps.

Historical Preservation 



As I've been working on the second edition of Pirate Radio Stations, I've been doing loads of reading 
through old issues of the ACE, Pirate Radio Directories, newspaper cuppings, etc. It is truly amazing 
how many stations have been on and just how much information is available! It's just one of many 
cases where you can see just how little you know about a subject! A few years ago, John Brewer and I 
talked about the possibility of ACE reprints, etc. I think it'd be great if ACE could do a special 
minibook zine, or something that would consist of some of the best articles that were printed in the 
ACE over the yean. A few that I just read over the past week or two were Terry Province's account 
of hearing the Voice of the Purple Pumpkin back in 1970, Bill Martin's article "the one that got 
away" about Pirate Radio New England, and (of course) the many articles written by Don Bishop 
over the years. 

It's sad just how many of the newer guys in the hobby know so tittle about the history of pirate 
broadcasting; not that everyone should know every tiny bit of trivial information about every pirate 
station in the past 30 yean, but that there is quite a bit of useful information that is lost regularly. 

For example, I have been regularly talking with the operator of the old Radio Free Insanity, 
which operated in the early 1980s until it was raided by the FCC in 1984. The station operator was 
familiar with the AM/FM pirate scene that boomed in the Bloomington/lndianapolis area before that 
time. Lately, he became interested in tracking down some of the operators of these defunct stations. 
He caught leads on some of these guys and now has quite a bit of information gathered. 

One of the stations from this region was known as Radio Free Naptown, which was widely heard 
throughout the 1960s and 1970s. I had heard of the station, but all I knew came from a brief mention 
in a 1978 issue of FRENDX (now NASWA), which mentioned that the station operator committed 
suicide. However, before this tragedy happened, Radio Free Naptown was a active, widely heard 
pirate with professional programming. Apparently in the late 1960s and early 1970s, the station 
regularly used as many as five different transmitter sites. They also used FM transmitters to link 
between studio equipment and the main transmitter; that prevented the loss of studio equiment and 
decreased the chances that staff members would be caught and/or fined. 

The level of sophistication is amazing-especially for the time period. North American pirates 
have typically broadcasted from their own houses using ac-powered transmitters. In fact, most people 
credit the Europeans (especially the West German stations from 1976-78) for inventing this type of 
■hit and run" broadcasting. It appears that although Radio Free Naptown didn't popularize "hit an 
run" broadcasting, they might have been one of the innovators behind it. 

Even today, few North American pirates reach the level of sophistication that was reached by this 
station in the late 1960s. The whole problem is a lack of knowledge about the history of the hobby. 
Instead of building upon knowledge that was gleaned decades ago, most pirates and pirate listeners 
start from the beginning and learn by experience only. 

Another example is the 43-meter band, which was covered in the last "DX Clipboard." For many 
people, this was a whole new area to discover: "wow, let's broadcast in the 6940-6970 area because it 
seems like a good, clear area and it is within reach of most transmitters and transceivers." That's not 
meant to be an insult to any of the pirates or listeners who have pushed for broadcasting in this 
region Quite the opposite! I think it's a great idea, but it's one that's been occasionally tried, without 
success, because not enough people ever learn about it for it to take off. On the other hand, if more 
people would be able to learn about the past, pirate radio would be more interesting because the 
oirates would waste less time trying to navigate without a map through previously charted waten. 
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Also, the pirates would make fewer uniform i or sophomoric errors that would lead to either 
interference or a bust. 

Unfortunately, there aren't any back copies of the ACE available; they would be a great help. 
Otherwise, if you have a computer, try the ACE BBS at: (913) 345-1978 or the Free Radio Network 
BBS at (417) 624-1809. They both have lotsa great info— current and historic. 

If computers aren't your bag, there's always the back editions of The Pirate Radio Directory from 
Tiare Publications, PO Box 493, Lake Geneva, Wl S3 147. Pirate Radio Stations (a 180-page book 
about pirate radio from 1988) is still available from: Uncle Wayne's Bookshelf, 70 Rt. 202N, 
Peterborough, NH 03458. 

Last up, seek help. There are lotsa of folks in the hobby (either from the listening or the pirating 
side) who would be happy to help you improve your activities or pi

Misc.: A book & a Tew radios 

I received a book in the mail a few weeks ago that looks very interesting. I don't have the exact title 
because I have stomach flu right now— my purging has erased much of my memory! Anyway, the 
book's by Don Schimmel. the columnist from Popular Communications. The book's all about 
numbers stations and if you get the ACE for that sort of esoteric radio activity, then this book is a 
must-have. It covers different aspects of numbers stations transmissions, such as their origins,

I've also been playing around with a few different radios. Receivers can be a drag because alot of 
people see receiver reviews, but don't realize that some receivers, such as those without SSB/BFO or 
the 1-kHz step models, just won't do for receiving pirates. So, here are a few quick'n'dirty relatively 
new receiver reviews for people who like to listen to pirates. 

I borrowed a Drake SW-8 receiver and have experiemnted with some "knob twiddling." The 
performance is quite good: the audio is excellent ami it has three filter positions (6.0, 4.0, and 2.3 
kHz) for AM and LSBrtJSB. In those respects, I like it better than my beloved Sony 2010. However, 
I think that the 2010 has a much more effective synchronous detector and I like the 2010's LED meter 
a bit better than Drake's LCD meter. Both of these radios are built well, but the Drake is more solid— 
the case is actually made from thick metal and the front panel is very thick plastic. However, to me, I 
don't think that the SW-8 is worth the extra $200 over the 2010. But if you're interested in a good 
radio that costs and performs in the middle ground between the 2010 and the Drake R-8, the SW-8 is 
a good choice... and it's more than adequate for receiving pirates! 

Another highly rated radio is the Grundig Yacht Boy 400. This radio is very small-about 1/2 the 
size of the 2010. Like the SW-8, this radio is also built very well-it's much more solid than most of 
the portables that I've played with over the years. The YB-400 is an all-digital radio; no main tuning 
knob, just alot of buttons and a fine-tuning knob. I wasn't too excited about this radio because it only 
tuned in 1-kHz steps. However, the fine-tuning knob win tune approximately 1 kHz in each direction 
(completely, not in small steps), so it is actually a fuU-fcatured receiver that can be used to tune in 
drifty SSB pirates (unlike most portables. I was also suprised when I connected the receiver to a 180' 
(approx.) longwire and the front end didn't overload with images. Wow! I seem to have fewer 
problems with overloading than on my 2010! And the sensitivity is good, too. Last weekend, I beard 
High Times Radio, Pirate Radio Boston, and WRDM on the YB-400 with the whip alone. Not only 
were they strong enough to ID, but with the fine tuning, I could actually tune it to the point where the 
music sounded decent in SSB. Of course, considering the size of the radio, the speaker audio is tinny. 
The beauty of the YB-400 is that I've seen it for $200. At that price, it seems to be the best radio 
under $200, and I think that it rivals the 2010 in some respects. This is especially great when you 
consider just how small/portable this radio is! If you want a portable that can receive pirates well and 
can spend up to $200-S250. it seems that the best choices would either be a new YB-400 or a used 
Sony 2010.

Somewhat newer, but just 
as good, is Radio Hobby OnLine, near Chicago. RHOL is run by ACE co Founder Darren Leno, and 
is with the InterNet Darren homself sometimes provides a link between the systems. RHOL is found 
at (708) 238-1901, at all sub-space speeds. Somewhat more ham oriented is 3 WINKS, in Maryland, 
at (301) 216-0662 or 590-9629. And the newest entry is the Free Radio Network, run by ACE 
member John Cruzan, out in them thar Ozarks. Kind of a Radio Hobby OnLine specializing in Free 
Radio. They'll handle 1.2 to 14.4kb at (417) 624-1809. You will probably have to "register" when 
you first call any of these Boards, and be up-graded to full access, which should take a day or less.

G1PFORD PINCHOT DXPEDITION 

On December 8-111 had the pleasure of attending a DXpedition at Gifford Pinchot State Park 
in south centra] Pennsylvania between Harrisburg and York. In attendance were clandestine 
DXpert Hans Johnson, NASWA Executive Director Rich DAngelo, well known DX-er Chuck 
Rippel, and organizer Fred Kohlbrenner. ACE member Ulis Fleming of Maryland joined us for 
the last day of the event. I had a chance to try out some good receivers with a 500 foot antenna 
in a relatively quiet spot The results were pretty good. Among my catches were some 
clandestines that we don't see reported in 77i<r ACE very often. You might want to give these

We had it with a pretty decent signal. 

Voice or National Salvation- 3481 at 2145 on 12/9/94. This anti-South Korean clandestine 
came in with a very clear signal. They had male and female announcers with long talks. There 
was quite a bit of instrumental music and some anthems by a chorus. Writing this account has 
reminded me to send them a reception report Scott Edwards has sent in copies of a newspaper 
that they publish in Japan. The station is well known for putting out slick propaganda. We also 
heard them on 3481.3 kHz at 1215 UTC on 12/11/94, but the morning transmission was 
jammed. I heard no jamming during the afternoon transmission. The 1215 broadcast seemed 
to be parallel to 4120 kHz, but the signal on the parallel frequency was considerably weaker. 
This one is not only audible on the west coast, obviously. 

In addition to the clandestines that we heard, I noted unbelievable reception on longwave, 120 
meters, and 90 meters that I just don't get at home. The value of a 500 foot antenna was very 
clear at the DXpedition. I heard several longwave broadcast stations from Europe. At local noon 
I heard 3 longwave beacons from Ontario, 2 from Quebec, and 2 from North Carolina. I also 
heard my first unlicensed "lowfer" longwave beacon, DCH from Berlin, Pennsylvania on 187 
kHz. Since I write for Monitoring Times, the MT beacon on 209 kHz from Chibougamau, 
Quebec caught my ear. Ulis and I picked up some pirates, including a medium wave relay on 
1620.3 kHz of two Rochester, New York FM oldies stations, WKLX and WRQI. Overall, I 
highly recommend the activity. If you can get out in the middle of nowhere where noise levels 
are low and you have the opportunity to string up some very long antennas, you'll really be 
astonished at what you can hear. 



:'s hoping to hear some pirates and maybe some clandestines from his location. Occasionally 
it is good to identify some relatively easy targets that can be heard without much difficulty, and 
this gives me the opportunity to do so. The en 
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probably La Voz del CID. They still operate on 9941. 6v kHz, usually somewhere around 2200 
UTC or later. At times they have been moving this broadcast down to about 9920 kHz to avoid 
Cuban jamming. Later in the evening they still have been moving down to 6305v kHz. 
Actually, the loud jamming from the Cubans just below WWV on 10 mHz is easier to hear than 
the various clandestines that inhabit this area. Also, Brian might want to try for the Voice of 
National Salvation, listed above. West coast DX-ers should have a very easy shot at this one. 

LA YOZ POPULAR? 

ACE member Rick Doehner, I believe from Texas, writes in via the ACE BBS about his 
attempts to hear La Voz Popular in recent weeks. On December 16 at 0045 he heard a Spanish 
language program on 6995 kHz in AM. As he was trying to fish out an ID, the station jumped 
around, reappearing on 6985 and 7010 kHz. He thought that he heard mentions of Guatemala, 
but he never managed to fish out an ID. Rick wonders if this was La Voz Popular. He's been 
interested in the station since he heard a presentation from them at the University of Houston 
about human rights in Guatemala. Well, we can never be sure about any station unless we copy 
a definite ID. But, this reception sure seems to match the operating patterns of La Voz Popular. 
This year's Passport to World Band Radio lists them on 6990v kHz. They have been known 
in the past to operate on Friday evenings, which is when Rick heard his station. He remarks that 
the music on his unidentified log consisted of new age flute compositions, not "rousing army 
stuff." Has anybody else had any luck with this one? 

RADIO FANE 

I didn't manage to get full details from him by column deadline time over the holidays, but 
ACE member and DiaLogs editor Kirk Trammel of Missouri reports that a new station. Radio 
Fana, is operating on 6210 kHz with a sign-on around 0330 UTC. The ID translates into Radio 
Torch. I have seen information that this could actually be a licensed Ethiopian station. We shall 
see. 

WATKINfj JOHNSON HF-1000 RECEIVER 

In the December ACE, John T. Arthur drooled in public about the new Watkins Johnson HF- 
1000 digital processed receiver. I presume that he was hoping that Santo Claus was an ACE 
member, and that he was dropping a not too subtle hint toward the North Pole. I do not know 
if Santa's elves packed an HF-1000 on the sleigh with John's name on it But, as some of you 
have already heard, I walked out of Universal Shortwave with one in August, loaded with the 
suboctove preselector. I have been waiting for an opportunity to discuss this radio in print, but 
in recent months we have been too crowded in this column. Since I have a little space for 
January, I have decided that this is as good a time as we are ever going to see for a miniature 
equipment review. 

I don't have enough space to describe all of the features of the radio in The ACE, so I'll start 
by referring you to some previously printed reviews. Larry Magne gives the rig a fairly critical 
article in the 1995 edition of Passport to World Band Radio. The excellent 1994-1995 edition 
of Fine Tuning's Proceedings contains a preliminary review by David Clark and James 
Goodwin, along with a four page update by Dave Clark that was primarily based upon some 
detailed correspondence that I have had with Mike Cox, one of the main engineering mavens 
at the Watkins Johnson company in Gaithersburg, Maryland. A very good review by the 
ARRL's David Newkirk was printed in the December 1994 edition of QXT. I highly recommend 
Newkirk's article, which should easily be available at your local ham store or library. The QST 
article contains photos of the receiver's front panel and the inside workings of the rig. 

You certainly have seen the Watkins Johnson ads by now. This receiver is completely unlike 
any previous shortwave radio. Most of the receiver IF functions, including demodulation, 
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bandwidth filtering, and most signal processing, is handled by a digital DSP chip. The most 
striking feature of this design is thai the rig contains no mechanical bandwidth filters. Instead, 
the receiver features 58 (sict) bandwidth filters ranging from 58 Hz to 8 kHz. This breaks the 
record for most bandwidth filters in a receiver by a whopping margin. I had to start this 
discussion by mentioning the filters, because their performance is literally spectacular and 
breathtaking. Every one of the filters has nearly vertical shape factors. Watkins Johnson 
publishes some promo literature with a graph of the filter shape factors. The picture looks like 
a table, with a flat top and then nearly vertical filter skirts. This ad is not hype. The filters 
really perform this way. It is utterly flabbergasting. 1 can't find the words to describe it The 
filters shave off adjacent channel QRM like a razor. The filters are actually belter than the 
wonderful 2.9 kHz Collins mechanical filter that I had for years in my Radio West modified 
JRC NRD-525. 1 really loved that Collins filter, so you can imagine how happy I am with the 
Watkins Johnson fillers. One quirk is that only the ones between 900 Hz and 4 kHz work in 
sideband modes, but the filters alone are worth the $3800 price of the receiver. 

It gels better. The HF-1000 is the most adjustable receiver that I have ever seen, and the 
adjustment parameters read out on a LED display op the front panel. The notch filter is the best 
one that is in any receiver. It kills hets completely, 100% of the time. Meanwhile, the exact 
pitch of the heterodyne being killed reads out to the nearest 1 Hz on the display. The frequency 
being tuned reads out to the nearest 1 Hz on easily visible giant digits. The BFO is adjustable 
to the nearest 1 Hz, with the adjustment reading out on the display. Three AGC settings (plus 
off) are adjustable on the front panel, with the exact decay lime reading out on the display. The 

modifying AGC functions with a soldering iron are over. The receiver's tuning step is 
completely adjustable to any increment. 

I think that (he HF-1000 has the best synchronous AM detector that has ever appeared in a 
consumer shortwave radio. The detector locks on even faint signals, and stays locked under 
even tough DX conditions. The lock width is quite broad. You can detune 1 kHz or so, and the 
synch will still drift down to the center frequency, where it will lock. Some have complained 
in print that this detector is the DSB type, unlike the USB/LSD synchronous detectors that were 
made famous by the Sony 2010. I don't think that this is a disadvantage. Other receivers use 
the synch function as a QRM eliminator. If a station is bothering you from below, then the USB 
synch will lock from above, avoiding the interference. But, the HF-1000 doesn't need a 
LSB/USB synch detector to improve its selectivity and QRM fighting abilities, since it has 58 
outstanding filters, remember? My Sony 2010 has only two filters, neither of which will win 
any awards for performance or shape factor. 

The sensitivity of the HF-1000 is as good or better than any other consumer receiver. At the 
Gilford Pinchot DXpedition I made A-B comparisons of the HF-1000 with three Drake R-8 
receivers using a 500 foot longwire antenna. As 60 meters opened in the afternoon, the HF- 
1000 got clear copy on African signals that were barely fading in. The R-8's were getting faint 
heterodynes from the same signals. I also noticed that the R-8 notch filter is a cheap joke in 
comparison with the heavy duty notch on the HF-1000, and that the R-8 synchronous detector 
is a terrible performer in comparison to the Watkins Johnson. I say this with full awareness that 
many people really love the fine DX performance of the R-8. 

There are plenty of other outstanding points in the design and performance of the HF-1000. It 
has 100 memories that store virtually all receiver parameters. Unlike the R-8, all of these are 
tunable memories. Plus, you can tune through the memory settings with a knob, just like on the 
ICOM R-9000. This is a very handy technique for pirate chasing. It's just like the old-style TV 
channel changing knobs. The HF-1000 noise blanker really packs a wallop. The signal strength 
meter reads accurately. It measures the signal coming into the receiver before it gets into the 
receiver's IF, so the accurate readings continue regardless of changes to receiver settings like 
RF gain adjustments and mode changes. The squelch is accurately calibrated in the same dBm 
units that are used by the signal strength meter. A 20 db preamplifier works very well without 
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hurting the receiver's performance. The receiver tunes in various modes including AM, AM 
synch, USB, LSB, ISB (double sideband, both demodulated independently), and FM. The ISB 
mode is strange and interesting. It produces a "false stereo" effect like old mono record albums 
that were given a phony stereo treatment. This makes for interesting listening when tuned to 
any AM signal, and the ISB mode sometimes produces useful copy when other modes aren't 
cutting the mustard. 

The front end of the HF-1000 is absolutely first rate and of professional caliber. Its dynamic 
range, third order intercept point, blocking performance, etc. are genuinely superb. I never 
notice stray signals unless they are actually there. I don't have any test equipment to prove these 
statements, but the receiver has passed the WEWN test. As you know, this nuisance voice of 
Alabama uses a modulation technique that puts out slop in both directions at least 25 or 30 kHz 
on both sides of the station's assigned 7425 kHz frequency. This mess really strains the front 
end of other receivers when 1 am searching for pirates who are fool enough to ignore the QRM 
situation as they try out their fleawatt transmitters on 74 1 5 kl Iz right next to the loudmouth and 
splattery WEWN. The HF-1000 is able to cut through the crap, and it usually produces copy 
of the pirates. Take thai. Mother Angelical 

I can hear you all running straight down to the bank to take out $3800 toward the immediate 
purchase of a new HF-1000. WHOA I NOT SO FASTI The receiver has two problems that have 
been covered in print. First, although the receiver's decay constants are wonderfully adjustable, 
the attack constant can't be changed. In their reviews, both Magnc and Newkirk complain that 
the AGC attack constant is not appropriate. Newkirk says that it is ten limes too slow. Magne 
reports thai the resulting audio is "too harsh." Newkirk complains of "pops" as Ihc AGC works 
sluggishly on an abruptly appearing sideband or digital signal. I mention this situation because 
it is creating controversy in public prints, and you should be aware of it. I personally don't find 
this to be a problem. I typically use the receiver with a very slow AGC decay conslaut, and I 
think that the resulting audio is very good, even excellent through good external speakers. (The 
audio is somewhat hissy in wide bandwidlhs, and I hope that Watkins Johnson will deal with 
this in the future with a DSP audio filter. They hint that this is under development). 

Unfortunately, a second problem is more serious. The DSP board in the receiver is inadequately 
shielded. The receiver therefore puts out too much digital hash RFI into the air surrounding the 
cabinet. Worse, this hash then is picked up by the receiver's IF. It appears on numerous 
frequencies as digital heterodyne "birdies." The hash is a gravely serious problem. I have talked 
with several receiver owners, who report various degrees of seriousness. Some say it is no 
problem at all, while others say that it makes the receiver unusable. The strength of the hash 
varies widely, depending on the frequency and the nature of the local installation. In my own 
case, the hash comes in via a 15 pin computer connector on the back, which is where the 
external speaker audio comes out of the rig. (There unfortunately is no standard RCA jack 
speaker output). If I disconnect the external speaker, 90% of the hash goes away. Other users 
have reported that the hash comes in via the BNC antenna connector on the back panel, even 
when coax lead-in is used to feed the antenna. Nearly all users report that the hash is worse on 
high frequencies from 25 meters on up, specifically including the 20 and 10 meter ham bands. 
On my rig, I almost never notice the hash on the tropical bands at all, and it's very minimal on 
the pirate bands. But, on 8000 and 13900 and 14400 kHz and other higher frequencies, ho boy I 
Hash galore! This problem is absolutely inexcusable in an expensive receiver of this caliber. 
I even wonder why the FCC gave type acceptance to the receiver, since it actually is a 
miniature transmitter. At the Gifford Pinchot DXpedition, Hans Johnson threatened to send me 
a reception report for the Radio Free Watkins Johnson signal that I was putting out on 8000 
kHz. I have suggested very strongly to Watkins Johnson that they put some effective shielding 
inside the receiver to greatly attenuate or eliminate this terrible flaw. So far they have been 
friendly during the discussions, but they have not yet fixed the horrible disease. 

In the mean time, I highly recommend this receiver in the strongest possible terms. Its 
performance is literally unbelievably gixxl. It runs rings around all other consumer receivers that 
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have ever been sold to the general public. Mortgage the house, sell the spouse, and run down 
to your local radio retailer to buy an HF-1000 today. BUT, all of this advice is inoperative if 
you plan to use the HF-1000 as your only receiver. You will need a backup receiver to listen 
on any frequencies that are covered by the HF-1000's internally generated hash. Hmmm. Maybe 
you should think a little bit before you take out the mortgage or sell your significant other. 
Newkirk said that the rig was not really appropriate as a ham receiver. Magne said that he did 
not want one at any price. At first I thought that these guys were crazy. But, given the annoying 
hash deficiency, I'm calling off the men in the white coats. 

Cmon, WJ, fix this hash. If you don't, you'll have a declining number of dissatisfied owners 
as the word gets out that the receiver generates hash to an extent that would not be accepu 
in a $50 portable from China. If you do, people should buy them faster than you can m

STATION PROFILE One station that does not use a BA1404-bascd circuit is WJLX, Uic FM service 
of WJLR "Dave Stone" uses a PLL-driven transmitter and uses four rcadily-available intcgraled 
circuits to generate the stereo signal. The transmitter can be tuned from 76 to 109 mil/ but has a 
lock detector that shuts down the output stages if out-of-band frequencies are entered It also has a 
peak detector to let the operator know if the audio input level is overdriven. A seven-polo low-pass 
filter is installed; the transmitter is also switched for four different levels: 5mw 100 mw 1 W and 
13 W. Due to the design of the synthesizer, the transmitter "stays well within tho FCC spec, of +/. 
2kc" - very impressive for a "pirate operation! 

The WJLX FM service has been around since 1980; its first transmitter was built from parts 
liberated from old business radios and aircraft radios." The synthesizer came from an old business 
band radio & the board was modified to program from 90.0 to 99.9 in 100 kHz steps An aircraft 
radio power amp was mated to this for a power output of 15 watts. In 1982 WJLX went mobile 
using 1 a 5/8 wave antenna and added a 150 waU amp for base use. Operation went on until a good 
friend with a similar station got shut down. Not much else happened until 1987 when WJLX built 
rts first stereo unit, with a 3 watt output and a VFO, which proved to be too unstable, so the current 
stcreo un " was designed and built.... Thank you for the info, "Dave"! 1 1
